* NETTUNO, Italy (Reuters) — A British 
Airways Viscount and an Italian jet fighter 
day, killing all 30 persons aboard the airliner. 

The collision’ of the four-en- 
gined turbo-prop Viscount and 
the Italian air force F-86 Sabre 
jet took place over this little 
fishing port 30 miles south of 
Rome. 
| The airliner carried 25 passen- 
gers.and.acrew of five... 

The Italian fighter pilot para- 
chuted safely 

Both the Viscount and the jet 
fighter crashed between Net 
tuno and the nearby port of 
Anzio where Allied forces land- 
ed in the Second World War. 

The Viscount had taken off 
from London airport at 825 
a.m. this morning on its way 
to Malta by way of Naples. 

The collision occurred at 1 
p.m. local time. It took place in @

pted transfer of power from one 
man-to another. 

The.testator is President Eisen- 
ower. The heir is vice-President 
Nixon. The estate is control of the 
American Government in the four 
years after 1960. 

Since the Democratic Party ‘has 
no accepted leader and does not 
know who its next presidential can- 
didate will be, and since Mr. Nixon 
virtually holds the Republican nom- 
ination in his hand, he has made 
himself the dominant figure in the 
campaign.

For if, 
after all his laborious efforts, the 
Democrats greatly increase their 
present majorities in the two houses 


of the Congress his prospects in- 


1960 will be seriously damaged. He 
cannot afford to see the bloom of 
his reputation rubbed off before it 
is put to the final test. 

But the immediate prospects, as 
judged by most observers in Wash- 
ington, are not encouraging to the 
Republican Party even though it is 
led by a President of high popular- 
ity and a Vice-President of surpas- 
sing energy.

A dog with good bird sense and eager to help out on 
the job can make just about any day a good one, 

Birds weren't too difficult to find during the first few days 
of the pheasant scasen.

But ever an eager dog must wonder at times if the other 
half of the team is holding up his end and if it is all worth 
while. 

Monday afternoon, birds were elusive near Stelly's Cross 
Road. In two hours we got into a big covey of quail, which no 
fonger tempt my trigger finger, flushed a willow grouse that 
managed to keep its retreat covered by trees, and four pheasants 
a hen that avoided the open space I had covered, a big rooster 
that wisely took off 100 yards away, and a couple I didn't see. 

Then another ringneck hot-footed into a jumbled tangle of 
bush a couple of hundred yards ahead and, after a quick sprint, 
I sent the dog in-after him, 

He bulldozed around in a game of hide-and-seek with the 
bird for over 10 minutes, came out briefly, and then crashed in 
for another try, eventually chasing his long-tailed enemy into 
the air. 

There were a few branches in the way, but it was a reason- 
ably simple shot. I managed to flub it very neatly, » 

After finding Aothing to retrieve, Robbie didn’t pay me 
much attention during the remaining half-hour of shooting time. 
And when I got home from work yesterday, he didn’t even 
bother to disturb his nap on the lawn for the usual tail-wagging- 
trom-the-ears-back greeting.

Helped by spells of wet weather, hunters 
have recorded better-than-average success during the past few 
weeks, although Octobet is often labelled the “exercise month” 
of deer hunters. 

Game biologist Don Robinson reports an exceptionally high 
take. particularly in the Nanaimo area. Hunters’ surveys have 
shown a one-in-seven success ratio in the Northwest Bay section 
and good re@ults from the Nanaimo Lakes-Nanaimo River coun-
